Bie references disclosed 
that during the period of 1/V64 to 4/16/66, Wllklns continued his 
"go slow" approach to the civil rights movement for which he was de- 
nounced by CP members and Martin Luther King. Wllklns, however, crit- 
icized the Senate for needless delay in the passage of the Civil Rights 
Bill. Informants were aware of the friction between Wllklns and King 
and indicated a possible split between the two leaders following 
Wllklns 1 public denunciation of King and James Farmer. 

In connection with his travels, the references revealed that 
Wllklns spoke at Atlanta, Oa., on 6/3/64, and met with President 
Johnson en 8/16/64, in Washington, D.C S A second meeting with Presi- 
dent Johnson was planned for 8/19/64, which included other civil rights 
leaders.

The following references in the file captioned "Racial Mat- 
ters" contain information concerning the numerous activities of Roy 
Wllkins from 3/29/64 to 6/12/66, relating to his position of leader- 
ship in the NAACP. During this period of time, Wllkins was active in 
the establishment and promotion of demonstrations of a peaceful nature 
and generally took a moderate stand on civil rights issues. Wllkins' 
speeches dealt primarily with voter registration, school segregation 
and Civil Rights legislation in Congress. Wllkins was observed at 
rallies, generally as a speaker, and at memorial services for civil 
rights participants who had met with violence. 

Following the riots in the large northern cities in 1964, 
Wllkins requested the Department of Justice to Initiate a full scale 
investigation of the riots, due to his suspicion that outside influ- 
ences were Involved. 

In connection with his activities, Wllkins visited NYC; 
Charlotte, N.C.; Chicago, 111.; Casper, Wyoming; Memphis and 
Nashville, Tenn.; and Hattlesburg and Jackson, Miss.

The following references in the file captioned "NAACP" con- 
tain information concerning the activities of Roy Wllklns, Executive 
Director, from 6/1/64 to 7/8/66. The references disclosed that prior 
to the early 1940 f s, Wllklns tended to adhere to the CP line. Since 
that time, however, he had endeavored to steer the NAACP from com- 
munist infiltration. During attempts to follow up the 8/28/63 March 
on Washington, D.C., Wllklns stepped In and prevented direct action 
programs . 

On 1/4/65* during his annual report at NAACP headquarters, 
NYC, Wllklns stated that the enactment of the Civil Rights Act and 
achievement of voter registration were the highlights of the year. 
He Indicated that concentrated efforts would be placed on the Anti- 
Poverty Act in the future. 

Wllklns was scheduled to speak at NAACP functions at 
Birmingham, Ala., Raleigh, N.C., and Peoria, 111., but no indication 
was given that these plans were executed. FBI protection was requestc 
for the proposed Peoria visit.

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REVOLUTIONARY ACTION MOVEMENT 

On November 3, 1964, a source made available a 
document entitled, "The Revolutionary Action Movement Manifesto" 
the document having been obtained by the source from an 
individual known to be a member of the Revolutionary Action 
Movement (RAM) . 

This document stated, in part, that RAM was 
officially organized in the Winter of 1963 by Afro- Americans 
who support the revolutionary objectives of ROBERT F. WILLIAMS, 
then residing in Cuba, and his conceot of organized violence 
to achieve the liberation of the Afro- American people in the 
United States. This Manifesto disclosed that RAM had oriented 
its program to one of education and political revolution and the 
organization of a " black" political party with revolutionary- 
objectives, having recognized the need for a "black 
revolution" that could and would seize power. RAM philosophy 
is described in this document as one of revolutionary 
nationalism, that is, one involvinp the struggles of the non- 
white races of the world apainst exploitation and enslavement 
by the white capitalist and imperialist nations. 

Regarding WILLIAMS, it should be noted that 
on August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte, 
North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid 
Prosecution for the crime of kidnaoing. Subsequent to the 
issuance of this warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United States 
to Cuba, where he published a monthly newsletter entitled, 
"The Crusader" from Havana.

ELIJAH MUHAMMAD is 
the leader of the NOI and self-styled "Messenger of Allah" 
in that he claims Allah (God) selected him to lead the so- 
called Negro out of slavery in the wilderness of North America 
by establishing an Independent black nation within the United 
States. Headquarters of the NOI is located at Muhammad's 
Temple (or Mosque) Number 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois. 

MUHAMMAD teaches there is no such thing as a Negro; 
that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, 
referred to as "devils," in the United States; and that the 
white race because of its exploitation of the so-called Negro 
will be destroyed by Allah in an approaching "War of Armageddon, 
a war between God and the devil. 



Officials and members of the NOI, including MUHAMMAD, 
have refused to comply with provisions of the Selective Service 
Act, stating that they respect laws of the United States as 
long as they do not conflict with the laws of the NOI, but do 
not believe the government should force them to participate in 
wars from which they have nothing to gain. 

In the late 1950s MUHAMMAD, acting on legal advice, 
tempered NOI teachings against the white man and the government 
to avoid possible prosecution; however, basic tenets remain 
the same. He de-emphasized religious teachings in the NOI and 
emphasized economic benefits derived by so-called Negroes who 
Join the NOI. MUHAMMAD believed this would create more Interest 
in his programs and, of course, new followers.
